The plaintiff's case was this:—In September, 
1864, Mr. ара Mre. Pollastrini were at Newport, avd being in want 
oi some ready money, Mre Pollastrini went to the defendant's shop 
ter the purpose of pledging a gold Geneva watch, a gold chain, а 
pir of esr-ringe, and а brooob. The cefendent examined the 
aticlor, andadvanoed £5 upon them. Tho plaintiffs hoard nothing 
тое of the matter until Jaly, 1865 whea a deteotive officer, from 
Newport, scoompanied by Mise Druiff, oalled at their house, and 
и ok Mrs, Pollastrini into eustody on a charge of consptring with 
о hos to defraud tbe defendant, by representing the attteles as gold 
when they were really made vp of an inferior metal She was 
locked ор all night in a statior-houce, and brought up in the morn- 
ing at Clerkenwell Police court, aud subsequently taken, along with 
a man obarged with theft, to به بس‎ There the osse was beard 
by the local mag'strates, who ultimately dismigsed her, but not 
bı fore she bad endured two more days’ imprisonment. 

Mrs. Pollastrini, who said she resided іп Nioboll’s-square, 
Hechvey-rosd, admitted in eros examination that she pledged the 
articles in question with defendant іп the name ой Sarah Mortimer, 
aud that оће bad pledged similar goods with other pawnbrokers at 
Rev bers, wertes, Oardiff, Bath, end other towns in the west of 
England. 

Mr. Pollastıinl, who demribed himself as a diamond merchant, 
showed much indignation when seked, іп cross-éxamination, as to 
his avocationg and his business relations with three other men 
named Brown, Alexander, and Debaroviteh, who, it wae represented, 
were in the habit of travelling with him and bis wife 

In reply to the learned juége, he ssid the value of the articles 
pledged with the defendants to the trade was about 41. 10s, but they 
might be sold for 51, 61, oe 71, 

Mr. Whiteball, а jeweller, of Newport, said he hed (tested the 
articles with aquefortis, but had not assayed them. The watch was 
18 сағаб gold, and was worth 85s. or 381. He valued the whole 
articles at 81 108. The chain and appendages were of 6 carat gold. 
The brocch and earrings were of more inferior gold. He would not 
bave given 5/, for the whole of tbe artioler. 

The defence was that the defendant had not taken مطا‎ 064 
in the prosecution of Mrs Pollastrini, but was informed by Mr. 
Ourtie, inspector of polics at Newport, that в commercial traveller 
had purchased one ot his pawn-tickete, and that on redeeming tho 
articles he found them almost wortbless. The defendant there- 
отор exemined the goods which had been pledged with bim by 
Mrs. Pollastrini, by her husband, and by Alexander, and by Brown, 
and they were not of the quality of gold they were represented to 
be, some of them turning green and others brown on the acid test 
being epslied. He requested the inspector to make inquiries about 
the parties, in order that they might be brought to just and at 
length an information wes sworn and a warrant obtained for their 
apprehension. The charge of copeplracy was preferred against 
them at Newport, but all were dismisted except 9%, Who was

THE FRIGHTFUL ај ON BOARD THE JANE 
EN. 

STATEMENT OF THE ONLY SURVIVOR OF THE OBE W, 
THE following statement has been made by Osptain Оевеу, the 
late comimencer and only survivor of the crew of the British ship 
Jane Londen, laden with timber from Quebso for Falmonth for 
order, who was rescued from the waterlogged ship by the Dutch 
bargue Ida Elizabeth, of Rotterdam, from Batavia for Amsterdam, 
under very peinful circamstances :— 

* We sailed from Qaebeo on the 28th of November. Nothing 
particular ooourred until Deo 20, in lat 37 47, at eight а m., е fresh 
wind from the south-west, which increased to а gale at noon ; the 
barometer 2816 The gale facreaged, and at віх ps * complete 
hurriosne; ell hands at the pumpe, the ship straining heavily, and 
mabiog great quentities of water. Оа the 2168, it still blowing a 
hurricane, the ship making more water, the pumpe not able to 
keep her free, the sea making e fair brook Over her, and all hands 
lashed to the pumps. At noon а heavy see struck the sbip on the 
atarboard side, Washing three boats and washing them overboard, 
with all the fresh water, and every moveable article om deck. 
Bounded tha pumps, and found five feet water іп the hold, at the 
time running with olosa reefed topsell and reefed foresail before the 
hurricane. Tried to teke the Готевљћ in, but it blew into ribbons; 
all hande etmmenced вайп at the pumps. At half-pset six p m., 
in spite of every exertion, the ship was full of water, the sos oom- 
pletely burying the bull, aud all hands obliged to take to the rig- 
ging.

Badiog provisiong aud got bread and butter, potatoes, and some 
turnips into the tap; et noon it commenced te blow very hard from 
the B.W. to N., if again compelled to take to the top; at helf- 
pmo le inoressed to а hurricane, causing the sea 

rise fearfally, which strack the ship, heaviag her on hor beam 
ends with her masia in the water, sl! heads and myselt into 
the water, seventeen in number?“ Nine of the number at ono» met 
a watery grave; myself and the remaining seven with a hard 
struggle gained the wreck By thie time the bowsprit, foremast, 
and ihe maintop-gallantmast were osrrled away with the ses.

Bolton, fell from extsustion, 
and at nine ов the same evening he died, aud the next morning we 
committed his boy to the deep, having been fourteen days without 
food of any description. On the 7th, one more, William Thomas, s 
native of Wales, died; and in врбо of ali I could до the men would 
drink galt water, which drove them тм.

The military forces of China are estimated at more than 803,000 
men. In thelr army rank is hereditary. А soldier cen retire from 
the gervios only when his son is in a posicion to replsce bin; it he 
hes no бой of bis own, ha is a; liberty to tone. Iiis allowable 
to enter the servico at as early au age a Of Ganpo rder haa 
been ín use among the Chinese from time immemorisl ; nevertbe- 
lees, the Оһіпев artillery is far from being as perfect as thet of 
Europe. Tbe balls origivally used by tho Obtnese artillerymen 
wore made of clay dried and 6 

In times of peace the eoldiers are dispersed over the whole 
empire, and, in addition to their pay, they are at liberty to cultivate 
the poe о! land that are allotted to them They are generally 
employed by the State іп publi work or making roads, and ia 
repsiring the banks of rivers. Their arms consist of sabres, ewords, 

kes, muskets, bows aud arrows, The Russian traveller Tim- 

owaki, who visited a large portion of the Ohiuese е гр!т, states 
that the soldiers are clothed tho same as the other inhabitants, with 
the exception of the tunlo, whioh def wear over all, and whioh is 
always of the same colour as that of the flig under waloh they 
Serve—thet is to say, yellow, red, or blue, with or without border. 
In times of war they геоеіте helmets of iron, cutrarees tha: are 
quilted and wadded, воа ehleids of bamboo wicker work. 

Their knowledge of artillery із very small. Gun-oarriaces hive 
not been introduced among them, all their cannon are immovably 
fixed in one position. They have candidly acknowledged their 
groat inferiority in gunnery. The litle that is known in Pekin 
concerning the art of founding oannon wes entirely derived from 
the tuition of the Jesuit, Ferdinand Verbiest.

AINT VAL«STINE Was a priest at Rome, who was beheaded doring 
the porseoa ivu uf Claudius the S-coud, bout the year 270. Very 
little hig sn handed down relative to him, от thet һе had any 
connexion whatever with the ansual custom now prevalent of 
choosing ша es and sending letters on this dey, the origin of which 
1. buricd i» obicarity, though it is frequently mentioned in ancient 
records Woeetley, in his “ Illustrations of the Oommon Prager,” 
infers that, from the great love and charity of that saint, the ous- 
tom of choosing Valentines upon this festival took its rise.” Dr. 
Foster remarke, “The vulger custom of sending Valentines on this. 
day had its origin in an endeavour of several zealous persons of the | 
clerical order to put an end to the superstidous practice of boys | 
drawing by lots the names of girls ia honour e!

of old, is sufficient for sny;and all occasions of publio functions In 
times gone by the ooortiers of Elizabeth or of Oasrles II, or of 
William, sppesred а) Oouri and on great occasions ia their most 
elabcrate dress; and во also did the fine gentlemea of the Toird 
George's tine. But why we shoul! travesty ourselves in the oos- 
tume of the fice gentlemen, any mere than in that of Villiers ог 
Raleigh or a Bzefeater, ii is diffisult to say. In this age of besrds 
and moustaches, the dress of Oharles Surface becomes quite absurd 
for a shaven face is with it a sine qua поп of decency and Lienseance. 
The bag for the wig behind the coat 1а another anomaly in times of 
close crops and of halr-brushing by machinery. If we are doomed to 
choose а fancy dress, oeriaialy that now arbitrarily fixed upon ів the 
least suitable to the tone and manners of the day. Fall dress should 
and ought to signify simply the best dress of the period at whioh 
we live. It needs no arugment to demonstrate whether а Highland 
dress or an Elizabethan costume or Quaker garb be the most suit- 
able or the most becoming. We have nothing to до with that. We 
bow tothe fashion of the day. At the present time, if а man is 
asked te dine with the Qaeen, he wears the usual white neckoloth, 
evening dress coat, and shorts aud silks or tights. That is the 
fullest dress of tha fashion of the day, and that ought also, unless a 
better dress can be devised, to be а suitable costume in which to ap. 
pear at Court or at a Speaker's levee. Perhaps ia these days of 
ritualiam and of knuickerbookers, some more elegant method of 
clothing might be devised; but until some great artist, with suffi- 
cient patronsge, shall invent the new fashion, we are content to be 
satisfied with the full dress, such as it is, of 1866. Bat it is posi" 
tively ridiculous to require of plain gentlemen and honest citizens 
that they should don the habiliments of an absurd disguise. А 
broadfeced county member or his bearded son is obliged either to 
appear ia the fanoy dress of Lord Ogleby or Bir Peter Teazle, ог 
else to encumber himeelt with the warlike habiliments which re- 
mind us of the old lines :—

The moment has really errived when we must protest egainst suoh 
faroes. Let soldiers go to Oourt like soldiers, and sailors, officials, 
and clergymen ia the dress of their profession; bat do allow د‎ 
gentleman to appear simply in the full dress of the day in which he 
livee. We respect the wig of the Speaker and the robes ef the 
Lords, and, if ft had been а custom for the Oommons to go to the 
Speaker's in some sort of toga, we should respect tradi don, and 
argae for the toge ; but the trae tradition is simply to wear the full 
dress of the day, and we, therefors, wish to see the full dress of oar 
day supersede the sbsurdity of being compelled to assume the 
costume of ninety years ago, or te rig oneself out in the warlike 
habiliments which neither belong to s man’s profession nor арревг- 
ance. If we were nets nation too solemm and too foggy to give 
way to our sense of the ridiculous, we should have laughed out- 
right at the figure of Sir Jeseph Paxten and others whom we could 
neme, still living, when they appeared to receive their deserved 
honours at royal hands іп a dress the most grotesquely unbecoming 
which thoir worst enemy could have invented. To this reform of 
Mr. Bright's wo ага thorough converts, and we associate ourselves 
thoroughly with him in demanding an authoritative revision of 
modern Ооогі dress. Hu nan gravity cannot stand it any longer.
